Mille studios. It is said to include 
many features which mark depar- 
tures from the ordinary studio stage 
and is of tremendous proportions. 

The building is. 282 feet long by 
155 feet wide and fifty-five feet high 
and cost approximately $100,000 to 
build. It is one of the largest in 
area and the strongest of ite type, as 
it is capable of sustaining a floor 
cad of seventy-five pounds per square 
foot over its entire surface, more 
than double the strength of the av- 
erage stage floor. * 

In doubling the strength of the 
stage, De Mille had in mind the te- 
vere demands placed on the floor 
structure by the sets required in the 
making of “The King of Kings.” Also 
he is preparing for the future when 
new discoveries and inventions in 
the industry may require more and 
perhaps heavier lighting equipment. 

De Mille has caused a large gallery 
to be constructed thirty-five ‘feet 
above the stage floor, where outsiders 


may look upon the film activities be- 
low without causing the slightest an- 


noyance. 

On the northern side of the build- 
ing, elevated thirty feet above the 
ground, are twelve offices which serve 
as headquarters for directors and 
scenarists. Each office is twelve feet 
by twenty. On the same side is 
housed the art department in a space 
twenty by eighty feet. 

The south sice of the structure 
contains eight suites tor the stars, 
each is twenty by twenty feet. These 
apartments are completely furnished, 
with washrooms and baths. Next to 
them are eight private dessing-rooms 
for the use of featured players.

“Commercial air transportation can be made profitable when the serv- 
ice meets a definite ecégomic need and when sound business methods 
govern every detail of the administration,“ said Maj. C. C. Moseley, vice- 
president of the Western Air Express, yesterday in commenting upon the 
failure of commercial flyers in the East to show a profit. 


The Western Air Express, whic 
started operation on April 17, last, is 
at present showing a profit and will, 
with an increase in trade, show a 
larger profit in the near future, ac- 
cording to Maj. Moseley. This is due 
to the fact that the service is needed 
and that operating cxpenses are pared 
by every means. 

Moseley’s announcement follows a 
recent announcement from the East 
that Charles Dickinson, holder of a 
government air-mail contract de- 
tween Chicago, St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis, is to give up his contract be- 
cause he has not been able to make 


a profit. Several other commercial 
airplane transportation companies 
have been reported as operating at 
a loss. 


PROFITABLE SERVICE

Amer | 
ica, the sincerest pet e lover, stood aloof. 
But politicians, isolationists, diplomats, in- 
triguers from many capitals’ came to Ge- 
neva. 

They admired the vessel prepared for re- 
ceiving the medicine that, should heal the 
people's wounds. But they exclaimed that 
the new peace mixture required a preserva- 
tive. Into the container they poured the 
alcohol of the Old World bitterness. 

At Washington isolationists, given to dis- 
missing American ‘idealism with a sneer 
and to scoffing at the softness of the Amer- 
ican heart, added their brew to the mix- 
ture which they hoped would keep the in- 
toxicant of the ages from being dealcohol- 
ized. 


Eight years have passed since the close 
of the last world debacle and again the 
nations stand on the brink of calamity. Is 
there enough religion in statesmanship to 
cleanse the chalice and consecrate it for a 
purer service? 

Politicians in Europe and irreconcil- 
ables in America will never do it. But 
there is no miracle that the massed spir 
itual power of God-fearing common folk in 
city and town, in village and hamlet, is un- 
able to perform. 7 

The heart of the world must break the 
brain of bureaucracy or be broken in its 
turn. The old Europe strengthens itself 
with the intoxicants of ancient hatreds. 
The new civilization struggles for existence 
in its cradle at -Geneva. 

European statesmen passively accept the 
League and actively hark back to the old 
balance of power. Secret treaties and 
veiled alliances, consummated not in the 
interest of the general welfare, but for the 
selfish gain of individual nations, are the 
weapons again brandished in the hands of 
governments that profess to recognize the 
new dispensation. JugoSlavia and Ruma- 


nia enter into an itdividual treaty aimed 


against Hungary. Greece seeks an alliance 
against Bulgaria. Italy concludes a treaty 
with Spain directed against France. Tur- 
key flirts with Russia to help regain terri- 
tory mandated to Great Britain. 

France makes overtures to England to 
keep Tangier from falling into the lap of 
Spaim England seeks a partner to offset 
the commercial treaty.entered into by Ger- 
many and France. Italy and Britain con- 
clud? a pact against Abyssinia without 
consulting any other nation. Meanwhile, 
20,000 German soldiers recently goose- 
stepped through the streets of Nuremberg 
as a protest against the republic entering 
the League. 

The present meeting of the League at 
is fraught with world-wide conse 
quences as it succeeds or fails in combat; 
ing the revival of the o“. diplomacy. Dip- 
omats characterize the extra-League align 
ments as “a second line of defense.” For 
the people it is no such thing It is the 
first line of danger. The second line of 
defense bristles with the word “against.” 
Against:is the challenge to conflict. 

Europe cannot continue half League and 
half balance of power. She cannot preach 
the New Testament and practice the Old. 


Again the voice of the prophet rings in 
the ears of civilization “Choose ye this 
day which Lord ye will serve!” Not Eu- 
rope atone, but Asia, Africa and America 
are involved in the choice. More than the 
League of Nations is at stake. There is 
no longer isolation on earth for a single 
group of its inhabitants.

The airplanes at Nicaragua were easily 
driven off, according to the dispatches, by 
machine-gun and rifle fire. Probably their 
pilots did not approach in expertness the 
bomb-dropping squadrons of the American 
Army and Navy; but, on the other hand, 
the defensive skill of the gun-runner can- 
not be supposed to have been equal to that 
of the trained crews of American warships. 


The airplanes and the gun-runner merely | 


succeeded in annoying each other. It 
seems likely that the skill of both sides 
in the contest was about proportional td 
that of trained men and that a similar re- 
sult in grimmer warfare might well be ex- 
pected. 

The Riff avoided damage from airplanes 
by the simple expedient of constructing 
such trenches as they used so they were 
indistinguishable from above from the sur- 
rounding terrain, in other words, by skill- 
ful camouflage. They had no cities that 
could be damaged by airplane attack to 
produce any strategic benefit. On the oth- 
er hand, neither did they huve any effec- 
tive antiaircraft weapons. The aviators 
were unhindered and unopposed.

In the United States there are 
three national racing pigeon or- 
ganizations represented by 10,000 
fanciers. Those affiliated with 
the international federation place 
seamless bands on pigeon legs, 
which bands are designated with 
the letters IF; the national as- 
sociation birds are marked NA, 
and the American Usion birds 
carry an AU, the letters being 
joined and ,have the appearance 
to the layman of AJ. 

According to the law of aver 
ages, one pigeon out of seven is 
capable of flying from the 600- 
mile station.

portant in the United States in 
point of training officers and en- 
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listed men, and all arms of the 
navy air service. | 
The pigeon section comes under 


the supervision of Lieut. D. L. 
Conley, communication officer of 


the station, and the lofts are 
handled by Chief Yeoman C. F. 
Rink and Aviation Carpenter's 
Mate R. 8. Miles. The pigeons 
of the navy lofts are thrown into 
competition with the San Diego 
and All Flyers“ Racing Pigeon 
clubs to determine their speedtest 
pigeons. This training brings out 
the individuality of birds 80 es- 
sential in air service. , 

In the event of war, the local 
pigeon fanciers would be in a 
position to donate 1000 birds to 
Uncle Sam within a very short 
time, and while pigeons are self- 
sustaining regarding increasing 
of quota, in the event of a na- 
tional emergency, the United 
Stetes Navy would be benefited 


by the co-operation it extends to 


civilian flyers in Southern Call 
fornia particularly, and the coun- 
try in general, during peace- 
times. 


Winds Retard Birds 


It has been said that pigeon 
flyers are born end not made, 
and pigeon flying being admittedly 
@ trade, the Army Signal Corps 
maintains a file of its persopnel 
who have served in such capac 
ity; aud also of pigeons owned by 
civilians who have pigeons for 
their hobby instead of golf. Due 
to prevailing west winds in 
Southern California, the North 
Island lofts are confronted with 


a dificult course from points of. 


liberation. In addition, the 
naval lofts are credited with a 
shorter air line distance than the 
majority of the San Diego pigeon 
fiyers, and on race days, althongh 
a navy bird may trap first, when 
the timers are presented at the 
the mathema-

Al- 
though pigeon flying has never 
been active at San Diego, except 
for the past year, there are sev- 
eral old-time eastern and English 
flyers engaged in the sport. Re- 
cently one of these fanciers im- 
ported some Belgian birds. C. F. 


Rink, in charge of the navy lofts 


at North Island, says he will re- 
main in the service thirty years 
(he now hes twenty to his credit) 
to establish a mountain strain for 
the United States Navy and his 
lofts. 


The navy lofts at North Island 


are always open to visitors, Live 
stock in the Navy requires at- 
tention seven days in the week— 
Sundays and holidays included— 
ang the navy loft personnel will 
be glad te exhibit the United 
States Naval Air Station's feath- 
ered messengers at all times. 
When breeding pigeons lay two 
eggs; the first one is laid be- 
tween 5 and 6 p.m., and the sec- 


ond egg is laid forty-eight hours 


later, between 1 and 8 p.m, The 
period of incubation is from sev- 
enteen to eighteen days, and both 
the male and female sit on the 
eggs, the male taking the 
“watch” between the hours of 10 
a.m. and 4 p.m., and the hen tak- 
ing the longest “watch,” because 


the woman always pays. 

As a rule, the two eggs produce 
a male and female youngster. 
For the first three days a milky 


secretion is given to the young 


by both parents, thereafter the 
identical food that the perents 
consume is transmitted te the 
young through yomiting proc 
ess. When the young ere 16 
days of age smell grains are 
thrown to them for the purpose 
of early weaning. Youngsters 
are usually removed from the 
parents at the age of 3 weeks, 
Seamless leg bands are then 
placed on the youngsters when 
they are from § to 8 days of age. 
When they are 6 weeks old they 
take their initial flight, and as 
soon as they have been flown in 
groups they ere given exercising 
periods twice daily. At this stage 
training to bring out their en- 
dowed intelligence is commenced. 
They are tossed from 1, 8, 5, 16, 
15, 30, 80 and 100-mile stations. 
While young the greatest losses 
are suffered up to the 100-mile 
station, thereafter the “no-ec- 
counts” have been dropped and 
future dependable message-bea 

ers may be produced. 


Pigeons’ Menu 
A balanced ration consisting 
of Canada peas, vetches, Argen- 
tine corn, kafiy corn or milo 


malte, rice hemp, flax and canary 
seed, is administered to the 


pigeons. A racing homing pigeon , 


is an athlete and unless physical- 
ly fit bis mental facilities wil! 
not work and function properly. 
The Navy, therefore, spares no 
expense in furnishing {ts pigeons 
with high-grade feed, which is 
always sifted to remove chaff, 
etc, 


The training of old birds re- 


quires more expense than do the 
youngsters, which usually fly 
themselves into shape. With 
the old birds the exercising peri- 
ods are gradually increased from 
fifteen minutes to one hour twice 


daily. For a period of one month 


a pigeon holds ite zenith of fit- 
ness, thereafter overtraining 
must be avoided, A homing bird 


can fly from twelve to fifteen

Various methods to hasten a 
pigeon's speedy return to its loft — 
are practiced by navy pigeon 
men, the most common being 
hens flying to their eggs and the 
males to the youngsters. This, 
however, does not apply in all 
eases, and observation of indi- 
vidual results are made. In the 
event thet a hen returns to 
youngsters just hatched in better 
time than when sitting on eggs, 
an egg is drained of its contents 
and replaced with a few cater. 
pillars and sealed, just prior to 
the time a hen is taken from the 
nest for a flight. In most cases 
the hen will be deceived by life 
within the shells and led to be- 
lieve that her eggs will batch im- 
mediately upon her arrival to the 
lofts. 3 


Mates for Life 

. Pigeons mate for life unless 
disturbed and excel the human 
race in this respect, since di 
vorces are pot known in their 
little world. Therefore, when 
the moulting season commences 
in July or August, the sexes are 
segregated until the breeding sea- 
son commences, between March 
and May, a great deal depending 
on the weather conditions. 

Unless different matings are 
preferred by the fancier, pigeons 
will invariably pair up as in 
previous breeding seasens and 
oceupy the same nest boxes. But 
two pairs of youngsters are 
reared from old birds with a view 
to increasing staming. 

Pigeons are very susceptible 
to color. If a bird ‘should lose 
its mate it will readily select an- 
other of similar color. In the 
event that some of the pigeon 
attendants at North Isang change 
their uniforms from one the birds 
have been accustomed to, they 
will immediately consider him 
an enemy and shy from him. In 


many foreign lofts, as well as at 


our pigeon stations, coveralis are 
worn by visitors, thereby causing 
the birds to remain docile.

Isaac Branham, near-by. The 
first State House of California 
was a plain affair still more plain- 
ly furnished and with a paucity 
of accommodations generally, and 
criticism of what was thus af- 
forded the legislators was very 
pronounced. 

To begin with, the members of 
both houses assembled in the 
Assembly chamber and took the 
oath of Office as administered by 
Kimball H. Dimmick, a judge of 
the old Superior Court that was 
elected when the delegates to 
the constitutional convention 
were chosen August 1, 1849, and 
which had a sort of provisiona! 
existence pending the creation of 
a State government. Once quali 
fied for action, the legislators 
lagged not. December 20 the 
stage was set for the induction 
into office of the Governor and 
the Lieutenant-Governor and on 
noon of that day ther were 
sworn in by Judge Dimmick be 
fore the houses in joint session, 
the Governor's inaugural address 
following. Five o'clock of that 
afternoon the election of United 
States Senators was proceeded 
with in joint convention. 


Senators Chosen | 

After three ballots John C. Fre- 
mont and William M. Gwin were 
Thus, in a single ses- 
sion of a few hours, two United 
State Senatorships were filled, 
an achievement rarely, if ever, 
equaled in the Union. This ex- 


pedition in choosing Senators 
was not because of lack of can- 


didates for the positions, for there 


were seven of these, but was in 
accordance with the sincere pur- 
pose of the legislators to expedite 
public business, to create the 
machinery and forces of State- 
hood as quickly as practicable, It 
was highly important that the 
Federal Senatorships be filled 
with the least delay, so that a 
full congressional delegation 
could be sent speedily to Wash 
ington to work right on the 
ground for California's admission 
to the Union. 


By popular vote the Represen- 
tatives to the lower house of 
Congress had been named and 
within a few days after the legis. 
lators’ senatorial appointments 
were. made the complete State 
delegation left for the Federa! 
capital. Haste Was necessary. 
Californians wished to know 
whether they were to be a part 
of the Union or merely attached 
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to it under a sort of military vas- 
salage. The latter they were not 
inclined to tolerate much longer. 
They were, in overwhelming 
numbers, Americans bred in the 
traditions of self-government and, 
in addition, the economic and 
social development of the region 
imperatively demanded a system 
of self-government and the people 
wished that system to which they 
had been accustomed-—-they were 
mostly from “the States” and 
they wished again to live in one 
of “the States,” though it be a 
new one made to their order. 
The government they had been 
enduring has been aptly de- 
scribed as “A perfect nondescript, 
part civil, part military and part 
no government at all. The laws 
were most variant and variously 
conceived, the civil law, the ‘Pike 
county’ code, the New York code, 
the common law, maritime law, 


the law of the plains, military 


law and the miners’ law, were al! 
jumbled together; and the courts 
were as unique as the govern- 
ment and laws—they were Amer- 
ican, Mexican, military-civil and 
a good degree vigilante.” 


| “We Want In” | 


In the meantime Congress, the 
leaders fearful of precipitating 
again dangerous discussion of the 
slavery question, let California 
linger in its anarchic condition. 
So the people did that unprece 


dented, audacious thing—without . 


the consent of Congress, and 
without going through the pro 
bation of a duly authorized ter- 
ritorial government, they organ- 


ized a commonwealth, full pano- 


plied in the attributes of State- 
hood. They knocked on the door 
of Columbia's mansion and if 
that door had not been opened 
to them within reasonable time

acquired the sobriquet of the 
“Legislature of a Thousand 
Drinks,” an appellation which the 
real conduct of most of the mem- 
bers did not justify.

(and that was but for a few days) 
what were termed ranchos in the 


immediate vieinity of the State 


House. At these ranchos mem- 
bers of the Legislature, and ev- 
erybody else, for that matter, 
were welcome and were free to 
eat and drink their fill, the while 
they were buttonholed by the 
candidates’ friends and loaded 
with arguments why the particu- 
lar candidate in whose rancho 
they were then enjoying hospi- 
tality should be seated in the 
United States Senate. Of course, 
nearly everyone thus cajoled 
promised to give aid to the can- 
didate whose food and fluid he 
was at the moment consuming. 

Among the active champions 
of one candidate was Thomas 
Jefferson Green, a legislator from 
the Sacramento district. Green 
had a particularly well-stocked 
rancho and whenever the Legis- 
lature recessed or adjourned it 
was his habit to rise and in loud, 
stentorian tones invite everybody 
to resort at once to his place and 
This 
reiterated invitation appealed to 
the fancy of the facetious and 
was bandied around until the rep- 
utation for bibulous propensities 
became affixed to the most seri- 
ous-minded legislative body this 
State ever had. Doubtless a few 
members indulged in potations to 
the extent of finding the side- 
walks uneven, but the bulk of 
the membership evidenced in 
their persistent industry that 
they had kept within the bounds 


of moderation—Mr. Green was of- 


fering them nothing novel, every- 
body partook to some extent ot 
alcoholic beverages, they could 
get as much as they wished 
whenever they thirsted.

Legislature filled the executive 
departmental plates. The nomi- 
nation for Secretary of State 
made by the Governor in 
“the person of William Van Vor- 
hees, was confirmed and then the 
Legislature appointed the remain- 
ing officers, as it had constitu- 
tional right to do.

Treasurer; John S. Houston, Con- 
troller; Charles J. Whiting, Sur- 
veyor-General, and E. J. C. Ke- 
wen, well known to old-time An- 
gelenos, Attorney-General.

Clinton Hastings Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court and Henry A. 
Lyons and Nathaniel

ings later founded Hastings Col- 


lege of Law with an endowment 
of $100,000, the college subse- 
quently becoming the law branch 
of the University of California.

With the State administration 
perfected, the Legislature turned 
to the task of providing that ad- 
ministration with functions, of 


constructing the huge, intricate 
machinery of Statehood. Fore- 
most to be determined was the 
question of which should be the 
basis of the State’s jurisprudence, 
the common law of England or 
the civil law, which had its roots 
in the old Roman code and which 
prevailed in most European coun- 
The common law had been 
accepted in all the States of the 
Union excepting Louisiana and 
Florida, and in Federal practice. 
After. a sharp contest, the com- 
mon law, as modified in the Unit. 
ed States, was adopted and the 
Legislature enacted that it, when 
not in conflict with the Consti- 
tution bt the United States o> 
the constitution of California, 
should be the rule of decisions iz 
this State. 


The State had to be divided 
into counties, twenty-seven of

of statutory legislation for the 
protection of life, limb and prop- 
erty, the conservation of public 
order, the creation of courts of 
inferior jurisdiction, with provi- 
sion for the requisite civil and 
criminal procedure in those 
courts, means for levying and col- 
lecting revenue and innumerable 
acts defining the powers, duties 
and compensations of the various 


Officials and subordinates called 


into being. 

The most strenuous situation 
the legislators had to meet was 
the complete lack of revenue. 
The Treasury cupboard was as 
bare as Mother Hubbard's. 
Golden State of California did 
not own even a piece of sta- 
tionery. The very paper, pens 
and ink used for recording the 
proceedings of its lawmaking 
branch had to be gotten on credit 
not yet properly provided for, or 
furnished by members. The com- 
monwealth was starting out as 
devoid of possessions as the man 
who some years ago in San Fran- 
cisco rented a rom in a promi- 
nent hotel on credit and occupied 
it without a stitch of clothing 
with the boast that, though be- 
ginning thus with naught more 
than what he brought into the 
world, in twenty-four hours he 
would be newly clothed and have 
money in his pocket besides, and 
who made good the boast. 

After many debated sugzges- 
tions, the State’s financial predic- 
ament was relieved by authoriz- 
ing a loan of $200,000 to meet 
immediate needs and by a subse- 
quent bond issue of $300,000 at 
10 per cent per annum, a rate it 
was hoped would induce the in- 
vestment of eastern capital, the 
ordinary interest in California 
being then 5 per cent per month.

Early in the sittings of the 
Legislature at San Jose the cith 
zens of that community became 
conscious of the discontent of the 
members with the crude accom 
modations accorded them, despite 
the profuse promises made to the 
constitutional convention of what 
would be done if that city would 
only be named the Capital of 
the State. So for the purpose of 
appeasing the disgruntled’ nem 
bers a grand ball was arranged. 
This function was held on the 
night of December 27, 1849, and 
was the most elaborate social af- 
fair that up to that time had oe 
curred in the State, prominent 
folk being in attendance from all 
parts. When announced many 
men predicted the ball would bear

Had to Have Some Good 
Qualities 


What is a “bad man 

Three of them will be menacing 
celluloid pioneers at the Figueros 
Theater beginning Friday night in 
John Ford’s production based on the 
historic land rush of the °70's, when 


President Grant opened the Sioux 
Reservation in Dakota for white set- 
tlement. 

Frank Campeau and Thomas Sants- 
chi—in preparation for their roles, 
became thoroughly acquainted with 
the historic desperadoes of the early 
days. While they patterned their re- 
spective delineations after no one in 
particular, through the study of the 
characters of typical bad men they 
evolved the oddly assorted types that 
give the Fox Film its title. 

MacDonald found that the pioneer 
bad man, in his killings, had to be 
upheld by public opinion in order 
to keep on earth; otherwise, he 
would be lynched at once. 

“A realy dad man never lived 

unless he had many sterling 
qualities. He had to be a good bit 
of a success, or else some one wiped 
him out,” explained MacDonald, re- 
membered for his humorous portrait 
of Carey in “The Iron Horse.” 

“The Sheriff was usually the king- 
pin bad man. The fellow who could 
beat the other hombre to a draw 
and shoot from the hip as his gun 
leaped from the holster was looked 
upon with admiration. 

“When the law-abiding citizens de- 
manded i enforcement the pistol 
prince went on the county pay roll. 
The more subjects he could furnish 
the undertaker, the more his value 
to the community. In other words, 
the killer was nired to kill other kill- 
ers.”

If you happen to be possessed with 
the desire to view your world through 
jaundiced spectacles, let me recom- 
mend to you two books. The first is 
“The Raven on the Skyscraper.” It 
tells us just how hopeless is the state 
of the United States. The second is 
called “The State of England,” which 
is found to be parlous. | 

The authors of the first book dedi- 


States has completely submerged the 
fine old stock and left us a nation of 
mongrels totally lacking in either def- 
inite national aims 
wor spiritual ideals. 

In the opening chapter appears this 
statement: “They are a dying race, 
and their sturdy virtues and strong 
brains are dying with them, while 
their places will soon be filled not 
by legitimate and worthy descen- 
dants, but by a much lower type of 
humanity. Patriotism has very little 
influence on the birth rate, and race 
suicide is e far-as real 
Americans are involved. It is mere 
camouflage to talk of their popula- 
tion being 112 to 120,000,000, and it is 
a generous estimate to credit 20,000,- 
000 to the original stock, which is 
diminishing every year. With it will 
disappear the great American spirit 
inherited from the Puritans of May- 
flower traditions and the colonials of 
the eighteenth century. The conse- 
quences of tuis disappearance are al- 
ready visible, and should not be ig- 
nored in judging the United States. 
It seems to be forgotten that there 
are fr more British on our globe to- 
day than genuine Yanks, and that 
there is an immense gulf fixed be- 
tween American citizens and real 
Americans.” 

It might not be amiss to remind 
these two fine Britishers that when 
Lloyd George was ap to the 
United States for immediate aid in 
the early days of that bloodiest of 
world years, 1918, he did not specify 
whether we were to send armed forces 
or only “real Americans.” 

The whole tenor of this book is the 
same.’ America is done for. The au- 
thors have lived here for a time and 
the wish being father to the thought, 
have found only the seamy side of 
things. It may be remarked in pass- 
ing that Los Angeles is given consid- 
erable space and whatever favorable 
comment appears here, is given to the 
West. Our own John Steven Me- 
Groarty is quoted freely as well as 
other departments of The Times. 

Now, strange as it may seem, that 
prolific critic of things British, also 
an Englishman, whose work is con- 
cealed under the pseudonym “A Gen- 
tleman With a Duster,” has just writ- 
ten a book entitled “The State of 
England,” in which he frankly ex- 
presses the belief that Britain is on 
the verge of a moral and economic 
collapse.

IN WORTHY SETTING 


Scene planning on such a grand 
scale and with such single attention 
te the requirements of the drama to 
be presented has scarcely been at- 
tem here before.

The enterprise is o be congratu- 
lated on the selection of so vigorous 
and imaginative an artist as Lioyd 
Wright to design its e setting. an 
element in grand-scale dram, no less 
important than the acting tell.

Columbia University Expert 
Increases Products

NEW YORY, Sept. 4. (Exclusive) 
An American farmer, Prof. O. 8. 
Morgan of Columbia University, has 
shown the Greek government how it 
can increase the agricultural output 
of Greece nesrly 50 per cent within 
two or three years. Prof. Morgan went 
to Greece as a research specialist, 
sent by the Agricultural Committee 
of the Near East Relief under the 
chairmanship of Senator Capper. A 
preliminary report on his recom- 
mendations to the Greek government 
has just been received by the Amer- 
ican committee. It says in part: 

“My hat is off to the present-day 
Greek, alike in the cities and in 
the country, for his high morale. 
Everywhere Greece is carrying on 
with right good will. It might almost 
be said that there are no poor 
people in Greece, because all Greeks 
are workers. 


ALL ON JOB 
“The peasant farmers in the coun- 
are on their job from early 
morning till long after sundown, the 
entire family taking part in the day's 
objective, whether tneir farm be a 
tiny half-acre, or a huge half-mile 
equare, or a whole mountain. There 
can be no doubt of final national 
fuccess where such spirit end energy 
prevail. 

“Greece has set an example for the 
world in practical charity and wise 
statecraft by receiving into her midst 
the 1,500,000 refugee colonists from 
Asia Minor who were made homeless 
by the Symrna disaster. Immediate 
hardships to Greece followed this 
policy, but already there are ample 
signs that right eventuates in might, 
for the new blood means eventually 
a new Greece and a greater destiny. 
Americans may well be proud that 
they have had so large a part in 
this work of life-saving. and lie- 
starting. 

PRIMITIVE METHODS 

“But Greek agricultire is suscept- 
ible of great improvement. In many 
sections, the most primitive methods 
still prevail. And not without ex- 
cuse, for until surplus populations 
are provided for, much hand labor 
on farms must be the rule. But 
through lack of the intelligent appli- 


cation of modern agricultural science, 
the Greek fa r is poorly paid and 
the Greek nation is embarassed in 
its trade balance. Greece has a fru- 
gal, industrious and abundant farm 
population. This asset, coupled with 
a satisfactory index of yields of farm 
products, is an asuranée of the agri- 
cultural soundness of the country. 
“Agriculture is of primary national 
importance to Greece, because two- 
thirds of the population are directly 
dependent upon it for livelihood. 
My studies convince me that the 
gross output of wheat can easily be 
increased one- hird within a few 
years, and the yield of other prod- 
ucts even more. The vine industry 
will show immediate betterment as 
a result of prompt application of 
soil management, fertilization 
improved spraying practices. 
SUPERFLUOUS LABOR 


“Throughout Greece, there is need 
of better seed-bed methods and in- 
troduction of better varieties of seeds. 
At least a half superfluous labor is 
spent on the iobacco crop through 
ignorance of practical soil physics. 

“The method of procedure which 
I have recommended to the Greek 
government embodies several well- 
located demonstrations of an im- 
proved agricultural program. A five- 
year demonstration will educate the 
open-minded element of any farm- 
ing community, while inspiring farm- 
ers and the state to the adoption of 
a unified agricultural education 
policy.”

Tioga Highway 
to Mono Found

OF RUNNING 
AUTOMOBILE 


Seven and Half Cents Per 
Mile 


How much does the average motor - 
ist pay to run his automobile? 

In a special report issued yester- 
day by the research department of 
the Gilmore Oil Company, following 
an extensive tabulation of the various 
items of expense, an answer to this 
question was given. 

The tabulation was made on the 


of eleven popular models, 
value from $400 to $1800. 

According to the vil company sta- 
tisticians, operating expenses ran from 
7.50 cents per mile for a light, four- 
cylinder touring model to as high as 
11.73 cents per mile for a six-cylin- 
der coach in a survey covering a year's 
time. The report: stated that the 
average expense of operating the en- 
tire group of eleven cars was 10.27 
cents a mile. 

Gasoline, oll, maintenance, depre- 
ciation, tires, interest on the invest- 
ment, insurance, garage expense and 


license were the items included in 


the list of costs. 

Depreciation, it was discovered, 
represented the heaviest cost. This 
ranged from 1.62 cents per mile on 
the cheapest car to 4.50 cents a mile 
on the most expensive. The average 
depreciation of the eleven cars was 
3.16 cents a mile. 

While the maintenance ranged from 
85 to 1.88 cents per mile, the aver- 
age for all the machines was 1.24 
cents. Tbe cost of tires ranged from 
86 to 1.20 cents per mile, but the 
average expense was 98 cents. 

The oll and gasoline figures, how- 
ever, were surprising. The cost of 
the smallest car was 1.66 cents a mile 
for gas and oil, while the fuel for the 
largest car ran but 1.47 cents a mile 
and the oil cost less than the small 
car.

Driving his Kissel 6“ coupe-road- 
ster from Milwaukee to Los Angeles 
in 60 hours and 45 minutes’ net trav- 
el time, C. H. Jurs, representing Val- 
entine & Co. of the former city, 
claims an amateur record for long 
distance cross-country motoring. 

Jurs arrived here over the Santa 
Fe Trail a few days ago and pro- 
ceeded to make a most. enthusiastic 
report to P. M. Steinkamp, president 
of S. & W. Motors Inc., local Kissel 
distributors. Jurs said he purposely 
made the trip in a hurry, but was 
not out for any records at all and 
did not realize until well on his jour- 
ney that he was making especially 
good time. 

The log of his trip, which he 
religiously, shows that he traveled 
from Milwaukee to St. Louis the first 
day, and from there to Manhattan 
Kansas the second. Kansas roads 
were muddy and slippery from the

Lindsborg. The third day took him 
to Garden City, Kansas, over more 
rain-washed roads.

Both 
the open and the closed models are 
toned in superbly beautiful poly- 
chrome combinations and all models 
have the gracefully sculptured new 
winged emblem surmounting the ra- 
diator cap.

Statistians report that motor - car 
Prices are lower. The advertisements 
ot the manufacturers prove that they 
are lower, yet the Department of Com- 
merce has issued a report in which 
it is shown that while the total pro- 
duction of motor cars in 1925 was 7 
per cent greater than in 1923, the 
valuation of this production in-

It would be an utter impossibility to get 
every item of food taken into the body thor- 
oughly antiseptic. If we but knew the vast 
quantity of foreign substances we consume, 
many of us would be aghast.

“There must have been a period in the 
history of the human race when cookery 
was unknown, and there is still a craving 
in human nature, probably inherited from 
our ancestors of that period, for raw food, 
at all events in the spring and summer. 

The natural craving has been given a 
kind of scientific sanction, as well as a popu- 
lar fillip, by the vitamine theory, it being 
held that the less the food is altered from 
the state in which it grows, the richer it is 
in this rather elusive principle. 

“Long before vitamines were known, how- 
ever, hygienists used to insist on the value 
to health of the regular appearance of raw 
food in the bill of fare. That is a value which 
could be easily proved, but there were some 
old writers who attributed to salads a moral 
value as well. In 1699, for instance, John 
Evelyn, in his “Acetaria: A Discourse of 
Salads,” wrote of lettuce: | 

At is indeed of nature more cold and 
moist than any of the rest; yet less astring- 
ent, and so harmless that it may safely be 
eaten raw in fevers; for it allays heat, 
bridles choler, extinguishes thirst, excites 
appetite, kindly nourishes, and above all 
represses vapors, conciliates sleep, miti- 
gates pain; besides the effect it has upon 
morals.’ | 

“Who could resist a lettuce salad after 
reading such a eulogy? The original ‘Salad 
Francaise’ was merely flavored lettuce.”

Or—ahem—what did the gentlemen make 
themselves so fascinating for? Whom 
were they trying to ensnare? Or are not 
artificial alds to beauty ensnaring when 
practiced by the male? : 

Really, now, wasn’t that a priceless peach 
of an Act of Parliment? 

And we can’t help feeling that enforce- 
ment must have been interesting. How did 
a fine superior sportsmanlike gentleman 
feel when a lady was burned at ihe stake 
for fixing herself up pretty to “betray him 
into matrimony?” 

Or, horrible thought, was that another un- 
enforceable law? Did the ladies break it 
with the same impunity that flask-carfiers 
and scofflaws break the Eighteenth Amend- 


ment to the Constitution of the United 


States today? 

I wonder if they were able to raise vast 
Sums for “law enforcement” in those days, 
and whether they punished the cosmetic 
bootleggers as well as the reprehensible fe- 
male customers.

Maybe some wicked 
siren female forbear of mine was burned at 
the stake for ensnaring some beautiful silk- 
en and lace-clad gentleman into marrying 
her, Or perchance, who knows, I myself 
may have-suffered the scorching penalty in 
a former incarnation? Dear Heaven, I hope 
I haunted any chap I “betrayed into matri- 
mony”—or anyway that his law-abiding wife 
led him the very dickens of a life of it, if 
he married one later. 


But that Act of Parliament now—doesn't 
it almost make on believe in reincarna- 
tion? Can't you see how our sex jolly well 
had to come back and get even? Can't we 
understand why present-day males are 80 
hopelessly drab and arouse our just femi- 
nine scorn when they resort to the beauty 
parlor tricks we permit ourselves? 

And can’t you see how those ministers, 
who roar from their pulpits about all mod- 
ern crime and sin being occasioned by fem- 
inine fripperies and short skirts and bobbed 
hair and make-up, are the reincarnation of 
the fellows who passed that Act of Parlia- 
ment? And oh, can’t we see why they cry 
out in vain—and beauty parlors (strictly 
for women) thrive and prosper, and cos- 
metic manufacturers make vast fortunes, 
and the world is one whirling dizzy depart- 
ment store catering to feminine beauty? 

Yes, and why even Aimee Semple McPher- 
son, arch-religious fundamentalist as she is, 
can yet confess from her own pulpit in An- 


gelus Temple that she patronized beauty. 


parlors! 

But another curious thing is happening, 
too. The men are beginning to slyly, se- 
cretively, patronize beauty parlors. It is 
they who are bootlegging on cosmetics and 
other artificial aids to beauty now. Oh, sure, 
they are very sub rosa about it—but just 
peep into a first-class modern barber's es- 
tablishment some day and marvel at the 
thriving trade that goes on in beauty aids 
for men. They too, have their “facials,” 
their manicures, their marcels, although 
they would blush to find it fame. 

And this at a time when the “economic 


independence of woman” is declared to be 


occasioning a falling off in the marriage 
rate, and the birth rate; at a time when col- 
leges compile statistics to show how much 
lower the percentage of marriages are 
amongst educated women. Likewise “be- 
traying a male into matrimony is so rare 
that it makes a headline news story—and 
then he chiefly proves that, the lady was

after his money rather than his enticing 
self. He almost has to prove that to get 
away with his plaint. | 

So perhaps oh, well, perhaps we 
women are sufficiently enticing without any 
artificial aids, whereas the dear male needs 
his plumage. We certainly do seem to shed 
husbands far more swiftly and frequently 
than husbands ever shed wives when the 
ladies were allowed naught but their natur- 
al charms to hold their lords. 


But whist that Act only speci- 
fies “virgins, maids, or widows.” So perhaps 
wives were permitted just a soupcon .. 
Dear me, I wish we knew more about it. 
There weren't any novels or magazine sto 
ries or newspaper interviews or anything in 
those days that can give us a clear idea of 
how that Act worked. 


And we ought to know. Because, of 
course, in, say, about 1970 A. D. when petti . 
coat government rules the world and femi- 
ninity reins supreme, we may want to pass an 
Act ourselves—if the gentlemen continue 
beauty-parloring and getting too disconcert- 
ingly enticing again. They may be brazenly 
“betraying us into matrimony” by then and 
something will have to be devised to pro- 
tect the ruling sex from siren males. We, 
too, may wish to choose our life partners au 
naturel and only let them primp to retain 
our affection afterward. — - 


In the meantime, I ought to be able to 
get over my sense of guilt in beauty parlors. 
I am sure, back in 1770, when the gentlemen 
did all the primping with impunity, they 
were not prepared to concede that they 
were beautifying themselves to ensnare the 
ladies. 

And one good alibi deserves another. I 
am sure our modern feminine addiction to 
beauty parlors is just as innocent as the 
motives of any gentleman who curled and 
powered his wig and wore knee breeches 
and encased his exposed legs in silk stock- 
ings and decked himself out in ruffles and 
velvet in 1770. Whatever else they did it 
for, it was not to ensnare the ladies, who 
were obviously willing to take frightful 
risks to do the ensnaring themselves. 

Anyway, I intend marching in for my next 
beauty treatment without shame, even if 
I was burned at the stake for it in 1770, I 
am jolly well going to break the spell.

The rigorous, simple training of our 
fathers has given place to a soft luxurious- 
ness of living which has known no count®r- 
part in modern or ancient history. 

Where youth thrived on hardship and 
rigors, it is now threatened with softness 
and luxury. 

Long before its time, the faint rumbling 
of decadence takes place. Eyes, teeth, 
muscles and strength early begain to fall. 
The fleeting phantom of youth graduaNy 
fades in the dim distance. 

With the slow passage of time we become 
reconciled to the fact that youth is going. 
Some show it superficially, in the flabbiness 
of tisue, in the graying hairs of the temple, 
in the crow’s-feet beneath the eyes. Others 
show it by an increasing frequency of gas- 
tric attacks, bowel sluggishness and sys- 
temic tiredness. 

Then, with a dawn of consciousness that 
youth is slipping, that Nature's endowment 
is comes the quest to get

back that which was so thoughtlessly 


wasted. 

The quest for youth is sometimes lud! 
crous: more often, tragic. 

In every cranny and corner of darkness 
and superstition, the radiant diadem of 
glowing youth is sought. Eager ears listen 
to the siren voice of the drug mongers. A 
sip of this or a bottle of that—the nectar 
of life once again resumes its easy flowing 
course. A few treatments here, a few in- 
jections there—once more the sparkling 
rhythm of newly-built activity flows through 
veins grown old and feeble. 

Evermore, returning by the same door 
they went in, eternally seeking and eternally 
being disillusioned. 

What a sorry spectacle to behold! How 
pitiful the means of man! How foolish! 

When Nature has smiled on him in all its 
rich profuseness and glory—when he has 
the rhythm of surge and power and strength, 
he wastes frivolously, stupidly, wantonly 
and foolishly. 

The eternal book-keeper keeps her records 
acurately and when the day of reckoning 
comes, man finds that he has not the where- 
withal to pay. 

The quest for youth need never be. II. 
long before the tottering of feeble limbs and 
dimming eyes, we but learn to keep and to 
hold the gifts of a kind Nature and 80 
spread out the flowing strength and power 
to last through the morn and eve of life— 
then we may find the long-sought fountain 


of youth!

Tuberculosis 


(A radio talk given by Dr. Philip M. Lovell over Sta 
den KHJ, The ) 

Notwithstanding the many treatises and 
articles which have been written on this 
subject, much may be said to enlighten the 
public mind. Grimly known as “the Captain 
of the Men of Death,” the dread reaper of 
tuberculosis takes its annual toll of many 
thousands. 

Fortunately the fear of this scourge is 
rapidly being dissipated. No longer is the 
indictment synonymous with defeat. The 
diagnosis when it is established definitely 
and positively no longer carries with it a 
terror and fear clutching at the heart of the 
victim. The great news has been broadcast 
over the length and breadth of the land that 
tuberculosis can be cured. 

As to the why and wherefore of this dis- 
ease practically everyone is familiar. We 
know it to be a disease of wrong food, a 
sequence of nervous debility, an offspring of 
poverty, slums, filth, drunkenness, and a 
logical effect of excesses, nervous, mental, 
sexual and physical. There are a hundred 


causes for the presence of this disease and 


not until we consider it from its great broad 
social significance can we really find an ade- 
quate solution. 
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Almost any portion dr the body may be- 
come affected. Comomnest, of course, is 
pulmonary or lung tuberculosis. As a fairly 
close second we find the tissues of the di- 
gestive system involved. The liver, spleen, 
muscles and skin in many casés may also be 
involved. 

Esentially every form of tuberculosis is 
governed by a given principle. No matter 
where it be localized in the human body we 
have two factors always present—first and 
formeost, the presence of the environment 
favorable for the growth and development 
of bacteria, and second, a distinctly minor 
second at that, the bacillus tuberculosis, the 
germ ipvolved in this disease. 

I present these two considerations, for up- 
on them must rest the basic principles gov- 
erning all treatment. We must never lose 
consciousness of these two elementary as- 
pects in the treatment of this disease. Any 
form of treatment which has for its objec- 
tive any other purpose but these two pri- 
mary considerations is inevitably bound to 
fail. 

Germs are microscopic forms of life like 
every other type of living thing. Germs 
must live on something which we call the 
environment for growth. The first principle 
of environment is that there be sufficient 
food to nourish their development; then 
there must be the conditions of low resist- 
ance, decreased body defenses, and various 
other factors. Those remedies which seek 
merely to destroy the germ of tuberculosis 
without at the same time striving to de- 
stroy the environment in which germs breed 
are bound to fail. 

As we make a brief synopsis of the history 
of these remedies we see that they in- 
evitably follow the same channel. Thirsty 
and forty years ago the newspapers were 
filled with lurid acounts of the “marvelous 
effects” of creosote and creosote compounds 
in the treatment of tuberculosis. Somehow 
or other backwoods loggers discovered that 
if wood were dipped in a creosote solution it 
would forestall the rotting of that wood for 
a number of years. “Science” made invest 


gations and found that creosote was an anti- 


septic, or rather a compound which inhibi- 
ted the growth of bacteria and molds. What 
was more logical than to apply these find- 
ings to the human body? Creosote treat- 
ment rapidly sprang into vogue. Millions 
of dollars were made and are still being 
made in the sale of its various compounds. 

“Look! Creosote destroys the germs.” 
This was the seemingly irrefutable state- 
ment. Test tube experiments showed that 
the germs died when they came in contact 
with creosote. At that time every victim of 
tuberculosis was advised to follow creosote 


therapy. Slowly the statistics of failures 


began to mount. The creosote would suc- 
ceed in destroying the germ of tuberculosis 
but the patient w die of complications. 
The poisonous effects of this tar ch hound 
soon became manifest. Like a boom the 
creosote cure was heralded to the world. 
Much more slowly it has gone out of vogue, 
but not until thousands have paid their price 
to this sort of therapy. 

A few years later serum cures held the 
center of the stage, receiving millions of dol- 
lars worth of publicity. People flocked from 
every portion of the earth to receive this 
much-advertised “miracle” cure. Lavish 
newspaper accounts filled eager afflicted vic- 
time with glowing hopes in the “new dis- 
covery.” This whole period was synchron- 
ous with the rise of serum therapy. Again 
it took years before the statistics of re- 
peated failures began to mount high. Rapid- 
ly coming into fashion its disappearance 
was markedly slow—again not until thou- 
sands had paid the price. 

Thus it is ever—the eager search for the 
specific cure, the panacea, the external medi- 
cine or remedy supposed to kill the bugs,” 
science spending millions of dollars in re- 
search—not for the purpose of discovering 
a better method of living, of correcting the 
basic defects which have been responsible 
for the presence of tuberculosis—but rather 
to cure the disease by the hypodermic in- 
jection of this or that, or the taking of a 
bottle of medicine so and so, or pill what’s- 
its- name. 

The logic, or of logic, in this 
method should have n clear and self-evi- 
Tuberculosis is not caused by the 
lack of serums or drugs or pills or nostrums. 
Then why should we search for a cure 
among such substances? 

All authorities are agreed that tuberculosis 
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THE BODY 


is a by-product of filth, dirt, slums, poverty, 
drunkenness, drugs, sleeplessness, worry, 
mental and nervous strain, and sexual ex- 
cesses. If a disease is caused by these ele- 
ments, is it not sensible to presume that the 
solution will be found in the same elements 
which have caused it? This should be clear 
to every victim of this disease. Therefore, 
the first esential bit of knowledge which 
every tubercular victim should understand 
is the medium through which he will find 
health. 

The first principle he must obey is that 
health can be found without drugs, nos- 
trums, serums or pills. When this conscious- 
ness has thoroughly permeated the mind of 
the victim of tuberculosis, then and only 
then will he be on the right road to health. 

In next week’s radio talk I shall continue 
on this subject and shall give a brief re- 
sume of the principles of drugless healing 
for the treatment of this disease. 
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Water Drinking 


“How much water should I drink? When 
should I drink it?” 

These are popular questions in the cor- 
respondence of every health writer, 

To arbitrarily say how much water one 
should drink is impossible. Different cli- - 
mates, different individuals, different condi- 
tions of health make this self-evident. 

In summer one fist drink more than in 
winter. The warm climate demands more 
than a cool one. 

A person who perspires freely will drink 
more than one who does not. One who 
uses salt will require more water than one 
Who does not. 

The first problem in water drinking is 
the question of purity. Unfortunately, we 
are no longer living in the primitive days 
when streams, fresh from their mountain 
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GOOD game to play in New York is to

But the bird who was playing the lead 
had read some place that their fangs grow 
in again in a couple of days and he wouldn't 
stand for it. So I was sent to an animal 
store to buy three big garter snakes, one 
for the part and two for understudies, in 
case anything should happen. The animal 
man picked me out a trio of swell-looking 
reptiles and told me how to take care of 
them. I supposed they would have to be 


oF fed three times a day like other stage ani- 


mals, and would be a lot of trouble. But 
the animal man said that it was best to 
keep them on a low diet, so as to preserve 
their activity. A couple of frogs once a 
month, he said, would be about right. 


That didn’t seem right to me. I never 
knew any kind of a creature who could 
space out meal times like that. Imagine 
a snake's wife asking him on the first of 
the month when he would be back to sup- 
per and him saying, “Oh, along about the 
thirtieth, I suppose!”

till they got loggy. If they had had plenty 
to eat they might not have had so much 
pep, and that would have lessened the 


tenseness of the scene. But the audience 
would have stayed in the house when—but 
I don’t want to get ahead of the story. 
Second, there oughtn’t to have been 80 
much talk in the script about how deadly 
the snake was; and how one little bite from 
him would make a person turn blue all over 
and die within a few seconds.

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Bad Year No Time to Neglect Orchards 


One Crop Doesn't Make or Break Fruit Producer—Trees After Poor Yield 
Inherently as Good as Ever—Reward of Proper Care Is 
Future Productivity and Profit 
By GeOoRce P. WELOON, Pomologist, Chaffey Junior College, Ontario 


E ability of a fruit grower to “carry 

on” in such a way as to have a good 

orchard following a bad year or a 
series of bad years is the thing that will 
determine his success or failure in the 
business of orcharding. 

Discouragements will come in any une 
of endeavor and are certainly not confined 
to fruit growing. Instead of being respon- 
sible for a permanent grouch, they should 
serve as a stimulant for greater activity. 
The feeling that things are going to the 
dogs because of a crop failure is destruc- 
tive and only adds insult to injury. 


Just recently I have heard peach growers 
say that peaches can never be grown again 
If they have been 
producing satisfactory crops at any time, 
the orchards of that section can be ex- 
pected to do so again. Their possibilities 
are limited only by disease, insect pests 
and bad care. Inherently the trees of an 


- orchard are as good now as they have 


been at any time. 

I recently heard au opinion expressed to 
the effect that a certain orchard of the 
J. H. Hale variety of peach had reverted 
back to Elberta. Such a thing is not pos- 
sible and the idea undoubtedly originated 
in the mind of someone who had become 
discouraged because of adverse conditions 
during a season. What actually happened 
in this case is easily explained. 

THEY DON’T CHANGE 


The Elberta peach is very similar to J. H. 
Hale, which originated from it. During a 
favorable season the Hale is a wonderfully 
large high-grade fruit. During a poor sea- 
son it is small and comparatively inferior 
and when undersize the resemblance of J. 
H. Hale to Elberta is more striking than 
when it attains its normal size. Therefore 
there has been confusion in the minds of 
some growers during certain seasons when 
J. H. Hales were Elberta like, and the con- 


clusion has been reached that the one has 


— 


— 


changed into the other. Not so! 


When a favorable season comes again the 
J. H. Hale trees will produce their typical 
fruits, as there is no more possibility of 
changing the variety of a tree than there 
is of changing a blackberry into a strawber 
ry, unless budding or grafting methods are 
used. Sometimes a branch may change be- 
cause it grows from a mutant bud, but the 
entire tree never changes until it is replaced 
by the removal of all but the mutant part. 


Certainly it is inconceivable that a whole 


22 should revert from one thing to an- 
other 

When much money and effort have been 
expended to develop an orchard to bearing 
age, it is certainly not the part of wisdom 
to neglect the care just because the sea- 
son happens to be unfavorable. Of course 
the frequent excuse is in connection with 
the necessity to make money on the outside. 
No one can be blamed for putting forth ev- 
ery effort to make a living, and our sym- 
pathy goes out to the fellow who simply 

can’t find the time nor the money to take 
care of his place. Yet he is not the only 
one who is responsible for neglect. Indeed, 
frequently the man who is having the great- 
est struggle is taking the best care of his 
orchard when there is no crop and when 
care will mean so much toward future pro- 
ductivity. 

What are some of the things that are es- 
sential in the program of caring for the or- 
chard? Generally speaking, irrigation cul- 
tivation and summer pruning are among the 
most important considerations. 

AS TO IRRIGATION 


Notice the tree next a standpipe when it 
gets more water than others elsewhere in 
the orchard. Or notice the entire row of 
trees along a head ditch and see how much 
better growth and production characterizes 


| them by comparison with those which re- 


ceive less water. Very few orchardists in 
Southern California water enough. While 
this may apply more to the deciduous than 
to the citrus grower, yet it is my opinion 
based on observation, that a great many 
of our orange and lemon groves would do 


better if a little better water schedule were of Ca 


in effect. 

The dangers of overirrigation are negli- 
gible in loose soils with gravelly subsoil, 
and the percolation of the water to lower 
levels when the trees cannot get it is also 
rapid. Trees can only do their best when 
the water supply is adequate, and most of 
our deciduous treés, at least, are stunted be- 
cause it has not been adequate. 

The tendency during a season of light 
crops or no crop, it to get along with as 
little water as possible. This tendency 
should be guarded against, especially dur- 
ing the active growing period of the trees. 
After the normal crop-picking time has 


— 
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passed there will not be as great a need for 
water as earlier during the time when 
length growth in the twigs is taking place. 

A.thorough distribution of water is very 
important. The fruit grower may be tempt- 
ed because of having no crop to get along 
with less furrows than he would use if a 
crop of fruit were on the trees. This re- 
sults in a condition of unbalanced feeding 
as some of the roots will be in dry soil when 


little moisture or plant food can be secured, 
thus limiting active feeding to roots that 
receive a supply of moisture because of 
closeness to the furrows. Whether or- 
chards are bearing or not, they will not at- 
tain satisfactory individual tree growth un- 


less there is a good supply of water in the 
soil, and unless the distribution of the wa- 
ter is such as to furnish a supply to the en- 
tire root system.

What Fillmore's Citrus Growers Have 


Learned About Irrigation 


By VINCENT F. BLANCHARD, Farm Adviser, Ventura County 


Citrus Association, through its mana- 

ger, F. M. Erskine, requested aid from 
the Agricultural Extension Service in de- 
termining the cause or causes of the poor 
condition and production of some of its or- 

s. As a result, a co-operative project 
was undertaken by the Fillmore Citrus As- 
sociation, the Farm Adviser and Citrus Ex- 
tension Specialist Warren R. Schoonover of 
the University to investigate the trouble. 
A survey of the orchards indicated the pos- 
sibility that poor irrigation practices were 
responsible, and this led to a study of the 
irrigation methods the growers were us- 
ing. Fifteen orchards in which trees were 
declining and in which mottling of foliage, 
chlorosis, low fruit production and small 
sizes were all to be noted were selected for 
the purpose. The Fillmore Citrus Associa- 
tion employed a man to visit each orchard 
at regular intervals to take soil samples for 
moisture examination and these were placed 
in glass jars and labeled. Mr. Schoonover 
and I examined these samples for visible 
and physical evidence as to whether the 
soil was in wet, moist, medium or dry con- 
dition. These studies were carried on 
through 1925 in eight of the orchards and 
our findings should be of interest to grow- 
ers in other parts of California, as it is plain 
that the problems encountered are more or 
less general in the citrus-growing districts 


The results of the studies conducted can 


servations: 

(1) For the most part the soils are 
deep. (2) Most of the soils are of such 
character that moisture penetration is 
quite rapid. (3) The local water supply is 
more or less alkaline. (4) Twenty to twen- 
ty-four acre inches seems to be an adequate 
supply of irrigation water, in addition to the 
rainfall, to meet the needs of normal trees, 
while weak trees cannot =r utilize 
this amount of *

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be correlated with local facts and condi- 
tions in planning a reasonable irrigation 
program seem to be about as follows: 

(1) The rate of use of water and the total 
amount used during one season depend up- 
on the amount and vigor of the foliage on 
the trees and upon climatic factors. 

(2) The same total amount of water is re- 
quired by trees of equal vigor regardless of 
the soil type. 

(3) The total amount of moisture in the 
soil does not influence the rate of usage by 
the tree so long as it is above the wilting 
point. In other words, a tree can get water 
as fast from a soil which is approaching 
dryness as from one which has been recent- 
ly irrigated. 

(4) Tree health and very likely yield will 
be better if the amount of moisture in the 
soil undergoes decided fluctuations. The 
soil should not remain either dry or wet, 
but should be wet and then e 
out and wet again. 

SOME RECOMMENDATIONS 

The recommendations based on the above 
local and general facts are as follows: 

(1) If a winter cover crop is grown, turn 
it under early, say, first to ft 


teenth. 

(2) Make frequent use of the soil auger 
and do not apply any irrigation water as 
long as the soil is still reasonably moist 


from rainfall. The rain water is fresh, the 


irrigation water is alkaline. In mbst of the 
orchards irrigation will not be necessary 
before May and in some seasons, on the 
heavy soils, it may come as late as some 
time in June. Only careful inspection of 
soil moisture conditions will enable one to 
know when to start irrigation in the spring. 
(3) If the top two feet of soil get quite 
dry and there is still enough moisture in 
the subsoil, make the first irrigation very 
light. If the soil in the tree rows dries out 
faster than in the middles, make the first lr 
rigation in two furrows, one on each side 
of the tree, as far under the tree as pos-

Trees which are suffering because of the 
delayed foliation trouble which seems to be 
common in mild climates like that of 
Southern California make there length 
growth much later than during normal 4ea- 
sons. It would seem best to irrigate these 
trees heavily throughout the summer in or- 
der that the growth may be somewhere 
near normal in the short time that they 
have to grow. Then in the fall, because of 
danger of late growth and immaturity of 
bulbs, it would be well to withhold mois- 
ture during the months of October and No- 
vember, or perhaps even earlier, so that 
dormancy may take place as soon as posst- 
ble after the growing season is over. 

While emphasis has been placed on the 
necessity. for applying plenty of water when 
the orchard is not beariffe, the fact must 
also be recognized, that trees without a crop 
do not require as much water as those that 
are producing a crop. Therefore the grow 
er who is trying to proceed in the right way 
with his irrigation practices, will watch 
both soil and trees very carefully. Holes 
dug here and there immediately before and 
after irrigating will serve as a guide to the 
application of water, and the appearance of 


the trees will also help in this respect. Soil 


factors must also be taken into considera- 
tion, so that only general and not specific 
rules can be given. 

GET RID OF WEEDS 


One of the first signs of poor care of an 
orchard is weeds and while in themselves 
weeds may be harmless, the fact that they 
enter into direct competition with the trees 
for the water supply of the soil condems 
them. At least this is true of places where 
the irrigation schedule is such as to supply 
barely enough water for the trees alone, al- 
though it may not apply in cases where 


there is an abundance of water and where 


‘both trees and weeds can be furnished with 


all.the moisture that they need. In most 
cases the weedy orchard is a dry orchard 
and the trees are suffering greatly as a 

uence. The elimination of the weeds 
from such an orchard will give surprising 
results in the increased vigor of the trees, 


Weeds are destructive not onlf because 
they take moisture but because of their at- 
traction for rodents and insects, especially 
the former. Gophers delight in the protec 
tion of weeds, and rabbits find a convent 
ent hiding place where they are permitted 
to grow. They are usually the first signs 
of neglect and portend a run down condt 
tion of the orchard in the near future. Re 
cent findings which indicate that over em- 
phasis may be placed on the relation of cul- 
tivation to moisture conservation no way in- 
dicate that weeds can be grown profitably 
in the orchard with a low water supply. 

It is even more important during a sea- 
son of nonproduction, to keep the weeds 
down than to irrigate, and every grower, no 


matter how difficult it may be for him to 


do so, should, at least, see to it that the 
weeds are not permitted to sap the life 
from trees which are attempting to devel- 
op buds for the next season's crop. 
SUMMER PRUNING 

Summer pruning is a practice that has not 
been followed generally in the deciduous or- 
chards, Its importance depends entirely 
upon the condition of the trees. After de- 
layed foliation water sprout growth is 
found to be very heavy. When frost has 
killed the crop of fruit or if for various oth- 
er reasons a crop of fruit has failed to set 
on the trees, there may be a superabund- 
ance of succulent growth. It is remarkable 
how thrifty mere water sprouts may be- 
come. Even in one season they will sap the

As Father Did 


URING a visit in a New England State 
a number of years ago the writer met 
a oct who cropped a small acreage on 
a rocky hillside. He grew corn, When asked 
why he did not try. berries or poultry, he 
replied that his father, his grandfather and 
his great grandfather had grown corn on 
that land, and he guessed corn was good 
enough for him. 

His land could not compete with the great 
fertile stretches of the corn States when 
it came to production. He was within two 
hours of New Tk. one of the greatest 
fruit and egg markets in the whole world. 
And yet he would not take advantage of 
changed conditions for his own benefit, ap- 
parently through some foolish addiction to 
ancestor worship. 

It is not difficult to imagine that his great 
grandfather was a good farmer, wise about 
conditions as they were. Very likely, he 
found corn his best crop, ground it himself 
and made it a staple of diet. Farther back 
still, his forbears supplemented the In- 
dian grain with the meat of wild game. 
They were all doubtless sensible men and 
good farmers for their days. And it is 
pretty certain that if they were alive today 
and farming that same tract of land, they 
would have enough gray matter to grasp 
the fact that other much more important 
sources of corn have been opened and that 
the markets at hand call for other prod- 
ucts that could be produced at a profit. 

Respect for our sturdy forefathers who , 
made their own way successfully should be 
for their ability to take advantage of the 
conditions in which they were placed, rath- 
er than for the particular crops they grew 
or the particular methods they practiced. 
Great grandpa grew corn or some other 
crop not because he had any sentimental 
feeling about the thing, but because it was 
the best crop for his day. 
the good hard common sense that he had, 
rather than his particular crops and prac 
tices?

While Los Angeles storage plants have 
about as many eggs now on hand as they 
had a year ago, this does not indicate a full 
supply, for the population has increased 
steadily and the consumption of og per 
capita appears to be greater. The plants 
report the need of handling at least 10 per 
cent more eggs and dressed poultry than 
last year to maintain the supply. Butchers 
report a brisk business in spring pullets, 
and a record year for fall-hatched chicks in 
San Fernando Valley is predicted. The larg- 
er hatcheries are under way with fall incu- 
bation and are — orders for delivery. 


Squab Man Works Three 
Hours a Day 


— — 


ARCADIA.—Before coming to California. 
three years ago M. A. Grego of Arcadia was 


a dining car steward on the Texas and Pa- 
cific Railroad, running from El Paso, Tex, 


to New Orleans. Aftér he had been here 
a year he decided to go into pigeon farming 
and purchased 100 pairs of the birds. Dur- 
ing the two years he has been established 
his flock 
until at the present time he reports that 
his lofts carry around 1500 pairs, which num- 
ber he states will in the future be increased 
to 3000 pairs. 

On his one and one-half acre ranch on 
Naomi Drive in West Arcadia, which he — 
named the Golden West Squab Ranch, he 
has built a modern plant that is well 
equipped for the production of fancy 2 
on a large scale. ohether there are flu 
lofts on the place, each with a capacity for 
300 pairs of pigeons. The major portion of 
his big flock is White and Silver Kings, 
there being over 1000 pairs of the White va- 
riety, and 350 pairs of Silvers, In addition, 
he has approximately 100 pairs of Carn- 
eaux. 

From this flock Mr. Grego says he mar- 
kets from 200 to 250 squabs weekly, about 
one-third going to private trade and the rest 
to wholesalers. The squabs are taken from 
the nests at four weeks of age when they 
have attained a weight of from twelve to 
eighteen ounces. The average price re 
ceived for the squabs, the owner states, is 
60 cents each in the winter time and 60 
cents each in the summer months. He has 
paid particular attention to the selection of 
his parent stock, using only those birds 


which are prolific and noted for the repro- 


duction of early maturing fancy squabs. In 
this way he is able to get both numbers and 
quality, factors which he says are vitally 
necessary in this business. 


His experience shows that it costs him ap- 
proximately 30 cents to produce a tour 
week-old squab, and furthermore, he says 
it costs just as much to raise a scrub or 
cull squab as it does one that weighs a 
pound or more. The labor problem on the 
place has been reduced to a minimum, Mr. 
and Mrs. Grego doing all the work required 
the operation of the plant. The two 
spend about three hours a day with their 
birds, Mr. Grego says. One day a week is 
set aside for picking, and the following day 
the squabs are marketed, 

“The plant is equipped with running wa- 
ter and a concrete bathing system. This 
latter consists of a long concrete trough 
running down the alley the entire length of 
each loft. A V-shaped gate, when tilted 
one way, allows the birds to get in the 
trough, and when tilted the other way clos- 
The birds are allowed in this bath 
twice a week. 

The birds are fed a whole hard grain mix- 
ture once a day. This consists of corn, 
wheat, Kaffir and milo maize. They are al- 
so provided with a health grit which is kept 
before them at all times, but no greens are 
fed at any time. Mr. Grego reports a very 
low mortality for his flock. All birds are 
banded for identification so that in mating 
them inbreeding may be avoided. Good 
breeding stock pays dividends in the pigeon 
business, according to Mr, Grego and be be-

Lima Yield to Exceed 
Last Season’s 


SAN FERNANDO.—Reports from field 
representatives made to the California Lima 
Bean Growers’ Association indicate the 
lima yield this season will be larger than 
last year’s, according to R. L. Churchill, 
manager of the bean growers’ organization. 
The irrigated lands are expected to do as 
well as they did last year and the unirri- 
gated flelds indicate the crop will be bet- 
ter than that of 1925. Although the asso- 
ciation completed the sale of its 1925 crop 
stocks of both limas and baby limas in 
June, there still remained 50,000 bags of 
regular limas and a few tthousand bags of 
baby limas in California warehouses. 

Mr. Churchill says that the association is 
continuing to receive orders for new crop, 
of October or September, the Octo- 
ber shipments upon a basis of $7.50 per cwt. 
for regular limas and $7.25 for baby limas, 
k. o. b., and on the same terms and con- 
ditions as were made when the organiza- 
tion commenced selling a few futures late 
last June. While it is expected that the 
larger supply now promised will compel

Used in Spain

| Interesting Experiment. 
Almeria grapes trellised after Spanish method 
on place of B. F. List at Exeter. 


On his return he began to work over a 
block of Almeria grape vines. 

Vines are left every sixteen feet and the 
rows are twelve feet apart. The trellis is 
built on posts eight feet high and the vines 
are conducted up and overhead. Mr. List 
states that the quality of this year’s crop 
shows much improvement over that of last 
year although the yield is light because of 
the reduction in the number of vines. Next 
season he expects the yield to be much 
heavier as the thinned-out vines spread. 

Vineyardists of the district visited the 
List place recently on a farm bureau tour 
and are watching the results with a great 
deal of interest. 

On the same tour growers heard W. H. 
Wuehler, owner of ten acres in Thompson 
seedless grapes north of Visalia, explain 
how he had cut costs by reducing cultiva- 
tion. He has cut cultivation to one disc- 
ing and two rounds to the vine row with a 
walking plgw and horse hoe. The discing 
is done just before ha to make room 
for the trays. The plow is done as soon 
as the pruning brush is removed. Mr. Wueh- 
ler says the plowing leaves a ridge of dry 
soil under the vines which prevents weed 
growth there. Irrigation is done by flood- 
ing down the uncultivated centers once a 
month and he claims better water pene 
tration than when he cultivated frequent- 


He reports the quality of his grapes as 
excellent and the tonnage about as large as 
before, when he cultivated frequently.

EL CAJON.—In 1914 John Swoboda 
brought his wife and two daughters to 
Southern California from Michigan where 
he had been a farmer. He bought ten acres 


_in the Otay Valley, built a home and plant- 


ed vegetables, in 1916. 


The dry cycle had been long and the City 
of San Diego feared a drouth. It ie said 
that the City Council contracted with “Rain- 
maker” Hatfield that year.

He did not quibble about the cause of the 
flood, but moved here and grew vegetables

on shares. The following year he bought 
twenty acres on a small down payment, de- 
veloped underground water and planted the 
entire acreage to potatoes, sweet potatoes 
and lettuce. He has followed this system 
ever since. In 1923, he built a fine home 
and he is now rated as one of the most 
successful ranchers of the valley. 


“I work with my men,” he says, “but de 
the particular jobs myself. Many fail be- 
cause they haven’t the heart to bear disap- 
pointment. Many have found that the land 
they bought was misrepresented and have 
given up instead of trying to remedy con- 
ditions or adapt themselves to those which 
exist. I am 
to grow vegetables for many years, for I 
know how. I never buy oil stocks or gold 
bricks. I stick to vegetables.”

Planting of Vegetable 
Crop Started 


CALIPATRIA.—Early September sees the 
planting of early vegetables beginning all 
over Imperial Valley to continue through 
the fall, up to the first of the year. Lettuce 
and cantaloupes are the big crops, but green 
peas, string beans, radishes, turnips, car 
rots, beets, onions, cabbage, tomatoes and 
— are grown in considerable quant] 
ties. 

The practice is to seed land to alfalfa or 
grain for a season or so to prepare the 
ground for vegetables. 
D. O'Neil, local manager for the Ryan Fruit 
Company, has leased 160 acres of alfalfa 
land from Ira D. Akin, west of Calipatria. 
This land has been in alfalfa for several 
years for pasture and hay and is regarded 


as in fine condition for vegetables and mel 


ons. 

Last year over 34,000 acres of Imperial 
Valley land were planted to lettuce. The 
plantings are arranged in succession. Last 
season the Robert E. Leahy Company plant- 
ed from early in September till the holli- 
days and harvested for four months, cutting 
well into April. Over 1000 acres were giv- 
en over to lettuce in this district last year, 
the earliest coming off the ground on De- 
cember 6 from the Pete Barretta ranch 
west of here.

(4) Take pains to secure a more uniform 
distribution of water. This can be done by 
installing middle pipe lines and by giving 
more careful attention to the irrigation pro- 
cedure. 

(5) Shift the location of the furrows 
somewhat from time to time so that the 
salts are redistributed throughout the soil. 
An occasional basin irrigation may be de- 
sirable, particularly in the fall, 

(6)  Irrigate thoroughly in the fall and 
early winter. There are two reasons for 
this recommendation. Fall and early winter 
are the seasons for hot dry winds and trees 
require larger quantities of moisture at this 
time of the year than in spring and early 
summer. The second and more important 
reason for irrigating thoroughly at this time 
is to get the entire soil wet so that the vari- 
ous harmful salts will be in solution. They

contains alkali 


(3) In many of the orchards the furrows 
are too far apart to adequately wet the root 
zone. 


(4) Many growers start irrigating too 
soon in the spring. 

(5) In some of the orchards the inter- 
vals between irrigations are too short for 
proper fluctuations in soil moisture to take 


(6) Many cee stop irrigating too soon 
in the fall. 

To put these facts into a few words, soil 
moisture in some of the orchards studied 
was most favorable for root growth, most 
of the trouble coming from having the soils 
moist too much of the time. Growers were 
advised that this condiiton could be correct- 
ed if the soils were permitted-to dry out to 
stimulate root growth.

out. Such an orchard, a full-bearing Valen- 
cia orange planting belonging to Henry 
Young, was consequently chosen. 

Mr. Young’s orchard had been a very 
good producer, but for some years had 
shown considerable yellow and mottled leaf, 
sparse foliage and poor production, while 
the fruit did not size up well. Examination 
disclosed the fact that but few feeder roots 
could be seen, The orchard, in fact, showed 
typical symptoms of overirrigation. 

Nine rows of this orchard were turned 
over to us to irrigate as we wished. Our 
plan was to make frequent borings to note 
the moisture loss and to dry the soil to or 
near to the wilting point. This was accom- 
plished at three different periods during 
1925. Within one year's time the root sys- 
tem was rebuilt so that where but few feed- 
er roots could be found before, the soil was 
filled with them. The leaves lost their sick- 
ly appearance and the tops of the trees now 
look as healthy as any in the district. The 
crop during this present season grew to de- 
sirable sizes for the first time in several 
years,

growers did not irrigate this year as late as 
June. Instead of irrigating by the _ cal- 
endar, they are recognizing the necessity of 
securing greater fluctuations in moisture 
content and are waiting until the moisture 
content becomes low before applying water. 

To demonstrate this same principle in 
other parts of Ventura county, I have fol- 
lowed very closely the irrigation practices 
of certain growers. A year ago this spring 


These same symptoms described as the 
effects of overirrigation are also being giv- 
en as symptoms for other causes of trou- 
ble, such as high salt content, high nitrate 
content and incompatibility of stocks. High 
salt content has certain pronounced effects 
on leaves, although these are somewhat 
different from the effects of rotted roots. 
I seriously doubt whether there is a cor 
relation between high nitrate content 
and sick trees, except as an effect (and 
not a cause.) A tree sick from overir- 
gation could not assimilate plant food. 
consequently nitrates would tend to accum- 
ulate. This might also be true with other 
saltr s to incompatability of stocks, this 
is a big problem and I believe many sick- 
looking trees are sick because of poor root 
stock. But when an orchard becomes sick 
uniformly, rather than irregularly, I would 
look for some other factor as being the di 
rect cause of the trouble. 


By treating fence-posts with creosote, 
many kinds of wood that are ordinarily al- 
most worthless may be made to last twenty- 
five or more years, with only a small add! 
tional cost.
